HEALTHFUL WORK 

Mental health requires more work and less leisure, says Dr. 
Jay B. Nash of New York University. He describes ““work” 
as “interest-driven activities” and “‘leisure’’ as ‘‘let-down, sleep, 
rest, freedom from work." 

“Tt takes a highly intellectual individual to enjoy leisure,’ he 
“Most of us had better count on working. The indi- 
vidual who wakes up in the morning with a number of inter- 
esting things to do for the day is the person who will hold on to 
normality.” 


On the other hand, work that is drudging may be as deaden- 
ing as leisure that is mere inactivity. Amusement may be as 
much drudgery as the meanest toil. 

Industrial society will be well on the way out of most of its 
troubles when livings are earned, and leisure is spent in the 
right kinds of work and play. 


OLD CALIFORNIA 

Shades of old Cabrillo, that intrepid navigator who in 1542 
first discovered this land of California! And the first white set- 
tlers who came a century and a half ago to hold the land for 
Spain, the Padres blazing the trail of the old Spanish missions 
whose ruins still evoke visions of the picturesque pastoral life 
of those early days. 

This week California will have reason to recall this first 
chapter in her dramatic history. Just a hundred and fifty years 
ago; on December 4, 1786, the “‘queen of the missions’ was 
And you may be sure Santa Bar- 
bara is observing the occasion appropriately, with a two-day 
sesque-centennial celebration. 

About the structure on a hill overlooking the sea and the 
city there is abundant evidence of the enterprising spirit of the 
Padres who oftlowed Junipero Serra into the land of Indians. 
The building itself stands as rebuilt in 1815, and there is astone 
reservoir and aqueduct dated 1806. That was still some forty 
years before American occupation, when such men as Commo- 
dore Stockton and Colonel Fremont entered the picture. 

Much that is characteristically Californian today was con- 
tributed by these early’Padres who left all the Spanish place- 
names and the mission trails. But their presence may also have 
changed the whole course of our history.,
